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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of reasons given previously in the office action 
mailed Jan. 1 1 , 2005 with the following additional comment. Applicant argues Kabushiki demonstrates that the combination of any 
prostaglandins with any cholinergic agent is not reasonably expected to be effective in treating ocular hypertension. Furthermore, 
prostaglandins and the claimed thiazolium compounds are structurally and functionally distinct. Therefore, applicant maintains that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to combined pilocarpine with the claimed thizaolium compounds to effectively treat 
ocular hypertension. Said arguments have been considered but are not found to be persuasive. 

The Examiner respectfully submits that while not all of the prostaglandin compounds, when combined with pilocarpine, are 
effective at treating ocular pressure, Kabushiki does teach that treatment of ocular hypertension is effective, even synergistic, when 
certain prostaglandin compounds are combined with pilocarpine. The examiner respectfully submits such a teaching is enough to raise a 
reasonable expectation that pilocarpine, a know anti-glaucoma compound and the claimed thiazolium compounds, when administered 
together, would be capable of lowering intraocular pressure. The court has held "obviousness does not require absolute predictability." 
Please see In re Ball Corp., 10 USPQ2d 1491 (Fed. Cir. 1991). The rejection is respectfully maintained . 
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
